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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A review of applicant's arguments in amendment filed on March 9, 2006 and a review of 
the instant claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are allowable over the 
applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest an unground type 
flexible fabric container comprising a woven static dissipating fabric which is woven of 
non-conductive tapes with a plurality of antistatic yarns segments woven into or coated 
onto the fabric at a spacing of 3-100 mm, wherein the antistatic yarns segments 
comprise segments of conductive and non-conductive staple fibers, and the conductive 
staple fibers are fibers having a conductive constituent on an outer surface of a non- 
conductive constituent and the conductive constituent is formed in longitudinal stripes. 
Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to the position that the instant claimed 
invention would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

The closest prior art of JORDAN (USP 5763069) relates to a grounded container with 
continuous conductivity and overlapping of conductive tapes. However, JORDAN fails to 
teach an unground fabric container with antistatic yarn segments comprise yarns 
segments of conductive and non-conductive staple fibers. 
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Another reference, WURR (5092683) also relates to a fabric container containing 
electrically conductive threads incorporated into the fabric for dissipating static 
electricity, if is is suitable grounded.
